United we Stand, TDlYldod we Fall. 

The oloction of Mr. Humphroys as 
one of the meuibers for Victoria DIb- 
tric't marks the coniineiicomout of n 
mow era in the poUticsof the country, 
and is an important Hto]) towarLls 
brinyiug auout a coniploto understand- 
ing and perfect union botween the 
Mainhind and Ishmd. It is an old 
trick in diplomacy to i'an the llames of 
sectional and national prejudice in 
order thiit designiuf; politicians may 
distract public attention and carry out 
their wicked schenies. The A\'alkom 
Administration (wo will bo excused if 
wo henceforth speak of it in the past 
tense, as it is really dead, and only 
awaits the onicos of the undertaker 
and gravedigger) understood this 
trick to perfection ; and to draw at- 
tention from themselves they deemod 
it an admirable stroke of policy to 
pit the Island against the Mainland, 
«ud vice versa. Tlioir ai)po;il to ICngliunl, 
their railway and dry dock policy, and 
their infamous Franchise Act, wore all 
designed to sot Island and Mainland 
by the ears, and Init for the priulenco, 
foresight and moderation of the Re- 
form Party, a state of feeling must 
have been engendered between the 
two sections which would ere this 
have culminated in a demand for ao- 
paration, than which wc can ima- 
gine no greater calamity that could 
befal the country at this important 
epoch. It was never more essential 
than now that the union between Main- 
land and Island should be a real not 
a simulated one ; that the people of 
both sections should bo moved by one 
comulou impulse, one sentiment, one 
object, namely j to fieoure JUSTICE 
AND EQUAL BIGHTS FOR BOTH 
SECTIONS. Our readers will readily 
remember the story of the old man 
who handed his sous a bundle of fag- 
gots and a.sked tliem to break thn 
sticks all at once ; and how, when they 
bad failed, he severed the cords that 
bound the bundle, and easily broke the 
sticks one by one. That was an ex- 
ample of the importance of union in 
dealing with men or Governments. "A 
bouse divided againstitsolf must fall." 
This Province united will be in a po- 
sition to treat successfully with Cana- 
da for the carrying out of the treaty of 
union. Divided, she will inevitably 
f;^!! .'i!i:ii'J'^t a couHict of interests. Tu 
preserve the Province from disunion 
and its consequent miseries, and to 
Bccure coraponsation for both sections 
was one of the objects that called the 
now triumphant Keform Party into 
being. To a considerable extent the 
leaders had succeeded in neutralizing 
the ill effects of the mischievous poli- 
cy of Walkem & Co., and in allaying 
popular distrust on the Mainland to- 
wards the Island ; but it was felt that 
some more practical mark of the earn- 
estness of the Island Iteformers than 
that afforded by mere words was ne- 
cessary ; that ajsignal, striking, unmis- 
takeable evidence of sincerity was re- 
quired to convince the Mainland that 
the true popular sentiment of the Is- 
land was opi)osed to the sectional po- 
licy of the Grovorument. A consulta- 
tion was held and it was decided that Mr. 
Humplirej's, the represontative of on im- 
portaut Mainland constituency, should 
, stand for an Island District. Bovornl fs- 
l.iiid l^istiijts disputed the lionor of 
bidng the fir.-3t to liold out the olivo branch 
by returning a Mainlandor, but bravo old 
Victoria District — tiio Imunor district of 
Eeform — was iliially selected. And sbe 
"did hor patriotio duty nobly — roturning 
Mr. Huiupbroys by a handsome majority 
over the candidates of theWalkem Govorn- 
niont, whoso policy has ever been to keep 
tho two Bootions divided in sonliinont, ho 
that Ministers might batten undisturbod 
on tho ruin and misery caused by their dis- 
union polioy. We feel every confidonco 
that the noble sacrihco in favor ef peace 
and union of the Island lleformera will 
meet wilh a patriotic response Ixom the 
people of the Mainland at tho forthcom- 
ing elootions, and that tho Province will 
soon present a nnited front to Canada in 
asking tiriiil3' yet respectfully, and in a 
conciliatiu'y spirit, such componBation as 
will bejnst to both aoclions for the nou- 
fuiniment of treaty obligations,

In Saturday's issue of oar usually 
correct coutcnqjorar}', tho Nanaimo 
"Free Press" we liud a leading articlo 

(ju thoijolicy of tho Provincial (Govern- 
ment, which, while taking decided ox- 
cuijtion to that j'.olicy in (;ortain im - 
portant jjarticulars, drifts olT into an 
endeavor to convinco its readers that 
Canada has really no serious intention 
of building tho railway and that noth- 
ing but a lack of moral courage has 
prevented hor saying so plainly; and 
it is assorted that public opinion in 
Canada is averse to the carrying out of 
that great national work — tho fulfil- 
ment of that treaty obligation. Now, if 
there wore good grounds for either or 

. totli of these propositions tho situation 
woul(}k indeed, be alarming. But 
there is not. That the Mackenzie 
Administration ia honest and earnest 

' in its professed determinhtion to carry 
out that gigantic "work, not, it is true, 
in sLriet. nccurdance with the lettnr of 
tho impossible terms orignially agreed 
upon by its predecessor, but in such 
time and manner as consort with the 
the-' phyeionl obstaolea to bt oyer- 



come and the ability and general in- 
terests of the Dominion, must bo 
tolerably clear to every thinker. Is 
not tllo single fact that tho 
Mackenzie Administration — an ad- 
mittedly economic administration, 
an alleged parsimonious administration 
— found the railway surveys in this 
Province conducted by two sickly par- 
ties at an annual expondituro of 
eighty-two thousand dollars, and that 
these surveys are now conducted by 
eight large and efficient parties at an 
annual exj;)enditure of close upon half 
a million — is not this fact of itself a 
sufficient answer to our contemporary's 
assertion? Then, again, as resj-octs 
the popular sentiment of Canada, there 
is no doubt whatever that, while averse 
to any attempt to carry out the rail- 
way obligation in strict accordance 
with the impossible terms originally 
agreed upon, Canada is thoroughly in 
earnest in her determination to carry 
out that work because it is at once a 
national necessity and a national obli- 
gation. Surely this constant and 
senseless assertion that Canada has 
really no serious intention of building 
the transcontinental i-ailway is very 
impolitic on the part of Columbia. It 
is as suicidal to us as it is unjust to 
Canada, now earnoslly engaged in 
pushing forward IIk; work.

Europe- 

London Sept. 21.— Tho Timen this 
morning published a letter dated at 
Vienna, which ''ontaius some very inter- 
esting details of tho insurrection iu Nor- 
thern Bosnia, and of the fugitivia who 
have taken refuge in Auctria. It says 
the cause of the sudden failure of the 
movement is attributed to fact that the 
insurgents wore not prepared, werewith- 
out ammunition and that many remained 
piiBbive. Two Austrian commissioners 
have beon sent to ascertain from tho re- 
fugees tho causes of insurrection. Tho ] 
letter states that tli(> Tiirk.s, fearing that 1 
tho Iler/.t'go villa iu.surrectioii would | 
spread to Bosnia, arreated the elders of 
tho villages, and put soms of their most 
infiuontial men prisoners, under pretext 
that they were the accomplices of bri- 
gands. 30 woro thus arrested in ono vil- 
lage and woro only released upon pay- 
ment of large »uni.s. Upon threatened 
repetition of these outrages, the villagers 
fled to mountains with their families and 
flocks and prepared to resist. The rising 
assumed the character of retaliation, up 
to date as recent as 18th of August; but 
tho next day the insurgents fled.
